NEW YORK — A driver 
plowed a pickup truck down a

identified as Sayfullo Saipov, 
29 — smashed into a school 
bus, jumped out of his truck, 
and ran up and down the high- 
way waving a pellet gun and a 
paintball gun and shouting 
“Allahu Akbar,” Arabic for

shot in the abdomen by the of- 
ficer. He remained in critical 
condition on Tuesday evening. 
Mayor Bill de Blasio de- 
clared the episode a terrorist 
attack, and federal authorities 
were leading the investigation. 
Investigators discovered hand- 
written notes in Arabic near 
the truck that indicated alle- 
giance to the Islamic State 
group, two law enforcement 
officials said. But investigators 
had not uncovered evidence of 
any direct or enabling ties be- 
tween Saipov and ISIS and 
were treating it as a case of an 
“inspired” attacker, said two 
counterterrorism officials. 
“Based on information we 
have at this moment,” de Bla- 
sio said at a news conference, 
“this was an act of terror, and a 
particularly cowardly act of 
terror aimed at innocent civil- 
ians”

Much of Maine still in dark after howling storm 


Residents get by with candles and 
can-do spirit as utility crews scramble

YORK, Maine — Kenny Bea thought the 
roof might fly off his home during the worst of 
the storm that tore through here early Mon- 
day. The roof held, but a downed tree cut pow- 
er to the neighborhood, and Bea was reduced 
to cooking on a backyard grill.

“I thought I was back by Logan Airport,” 
said Bea, a retired union carpenter who re- 
called the roar of the wind that caused the 
largest power outage in Maine’s history. 

Part of his street remained closed to traffic 
Tuesday, as municipal workers and utility 
crews continued to remove fallen tree limbs 
and assess the damage to power lines. 

About 48 hours after the storm, some 
257,000 of Maine’s power customers re- 
mained in the dark Tuesday, joining 71,000 
customers in Massachusetts and 84,000 in 


The fierce storm late Sunday and early 
Monday ripped through much of New Eng- 
land, but Maine bore its brunt. At one point, 
extensive damage to trees and utility lines left 
nearly two-thirds of the state without power, a 
figure that surpassed the devastating Ice 
Storm of 1998 and prompted Governor Paul 
LePage to declare a state of emergency. 

“These winds were worse than we’d see 
from a tropical storm,” said Gail Rice, a 
spokeswoman for Central Maine Power, the 
state’s largest utility.

Key figures in 
psychology at 
Dartmouth

HANOVER, N.H. — In 
Dartmouth College’s close- 
knit psychology department, 
the professors were known 
for their engaging teaching 
style and their prolific re- 
search, which drew attention 
from the press and millions 
of dollars from the federal 
government. 

But now the three scien- 
tists are at the center of a 
criminal investigation into al- 
legations of sexual miscon- 
duct that have unsettled the 


small Ivy League institution. 

New Hampshire state au- 
thorities announced Tuesday 
that they had launched a 
criminal investigation into 
the matter involving the pro- 
fessors. No charges have been 
filed and it is unclear what 
the allegations are. 

Dartmouth had earlier 
placed the professors on paid 
leave and barred them from 
accessing university property 
pending its own investiga- 
tion. The three professors 
were identified by the college 
as Todd Heatherton, Paul 
Whalen, and William Kelley. 

Attorneys for Heatherton 
issued a statement saying he 
was cooperating with author- 
ities. 
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
